The secret Is out at last of how and 
why the Thomas came to be dropped 
from the name of Thomas Woodrow 
Wilson. 
The mystery wa s solved by a 
disclosure at the reunion of the clns 
of 1889 a t Wesleyan colic*e. Middle­ 
town, Conn. 
President Wilson was a professor at 
Wesleyan from 18.88 to 1800. One even­ 
ing in the course of a call on a fellow 
professor a discussion arose on names 
and their effect on success in life. Ac­ 
cording to the story. Mr. Wilson held 
that the effect of a name was due en­ 
tirely to its formation in long or shori 
syllables. 
Though “ some with impunity snatch 
opportunity,” it w a s almost impossible, 
the 
future 
president 
thought, 
to 
achieve success if tagged with a name 
that ran all in dactyls. 
On the other 
hand, success wa s certain, if one’s 
name consisted of one dactyl and otic 
spondee, tiie reason being that the hu­ 
man mind is pleasingly affected by the 
run of one long, two short and then 
two long syllables. 
The next best sort of name, Mr. Wil­ 
son believed, was formed of two spon 
dees, like “ Woodrow Wilson,” where 
the effect of the four long syllables 
was aided by the alliteration. 
But the 
worst sort of all was the name form­ 
ed of three spondees, for the surplus 
of gravity iu such a name a lwa ys pro­ 
duced a reaction of levity both in the 
hearer and the bearer.

This is a mooted q u estion at Labor 
Headq u arters, the Capitol and White 
Hou se today , notwithstanding rooms 
of argu ment on the su bject clogging 
official records. 
President Clampers and officials of 
tlie American Federation of Labor 
who hav e been leading the fight for 
incorporation 
of 
the 
ex emption 
clau se are satisfied with the phrase­ 


o l o g y now in the hill, as 
passed by 
the Hou se. 
The President, too, i> 
satisfied, and 
Hou se 
and 
Senate 
lenders accept it as O. K. 
Bu t the acu tal operation 
of 
the 
elau se is still 
problematical. High 
legal au thorities in Congress— where 
legal “sharps” 
predominate—insist 
that only a test of the clau se in the 
cou rts will decide whether labor re­ 
ceiv e- or is denied any priv ilege u n­ 
der the new proposed law. 
The wording of the dispu ted sec­ 
tion is as follows: 
“Prov ided, that nothing contained 
in the anti-tru st laws shall be eon- 
stru ed to forbid the ex istence 
and 
operation of fraternal, labor, con­ 
su mers, agricu ltu ral or horticu ltu ral 
organizations, orders, 
or 
associa­ 
tions institu ted for the pu rposes of 
mu tu al help, and not hav ing capital 
stock or condu cted for profit, or to 
forbid or restrain indiv idu al mem­ 
bers of su ch organizations, orders or 
associations from carry ing ou t the 
legitimate 
objects 
thereof; 
nor 
shall su ch organizations, orders or 
associations, or members thereof, be 
held or constru ed to he* illegal com­ 
binations or conspiracies in restraint 
of trade u nder the anti-tru st laws.” 
President Wilson’s 
v iew 
of 
the 
clau se is that it ex empts labor and 
the other organizations from prose­ 
cu tion becau se of the sole fact or 
organization — combination — bu t 
does not prev ent their prosecu tion, 
or that of any indiv idu al member, 
for any illegal, u nlawfu l act of com­ 
bination or conspiracy in restraint of 
trade. 
Those who dou bt the efficacy of 
the legislation point ou t 
that 
the 
cou rts hav e nev er declared that more 
“organization” is prohibited by 
the 
Sherman law and that therefore, the 
“ex emption” clau se adds nothing to 
law and does not, in fact “ex empt” 
any body or any thing. 
Agreements, su ch as “closed shop” 
work ing arrangements, between la­ 
bor u nions and big employ ees 
will 
still be prohibited and su bject- par­ 
ticipants to a Sheramn law su it, it is 
contended bv inanv .

W ANT ADS BRING RESULTS 


A fter the blooming season of clim b­ 
ing roses is over in Ju n e the depart­ 
ment of agriculture’s landscape gar­ 
dener advises that shoots should be 
pruned so as to throw the growth of 
the plant into tin* new wood that bore 
no flowers this year, for this is the 
part of the plant that w ill l»ear next 
year. 
W hen a trellis is low (six or 
eight feet high) it is a good plan to 
cut off the shoots that have borne 
flowers t his year close to the ground. 
Most people in following this advice 
may feel that they are ruining their 
bushes to cut them ba«*k so severely, 
but the young shoots that have start­ 
ed about the roots w ill surprise them 
by springing up with wonderful rapid­ 
ity. 
One shoot in a Washington gar­ 
den last year grew twenty feet after 
the bush had been cut down in this 
manner. 
In the case of a high trellis a differ­ 
ent method must be followed. 
The re­ 
newal of wood must begin from a 
point higher up instead of from the 
root, as the growth of a bush is not 
enough to replace all its top on a high 
trellis if required to grow so far. Only 
so much of the old wood should l»e re­ 
moved after the flowers have bloomed 
as w ill enable the new shoots from 
the end of the remaining portion of 
the stalk to replace the old growth. 
About four feet is a safe measure of 
the amount that may be taken off. 
Those Who 
have 
grown 
climbing 
roses as a screen on their porches in 
order to insure a fine bloom the com­ 
ing year w ill do well to follow the ad­ 
vice as given for the liiglier trellis. 
In other words, about four feet of the 
old stalks that have bloomed should 
be cut off immediately after the blos­ 
soms are withered. 
The foliage w ill 
recover w ithin a very short period and 
continue to scre«*n the porch, and n«*xt 
year an abundant crop of blossoms 
will be assured.
